The licence is issued subject to the following conditions and such other public- 
notices and instructions as may be issued from time to time In supersession and/ 
or modification thereof. 
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L General 

1. The licence will be Issued with an initial validity period of 12 months sub¬ 
ject to the conditions that lirna orders on GIF, C&F or FOB basi.s must be placed 
on the U.S. Suppliers within four months from the date of issue of the Import 
licence vide Public Notice No, 29-ITC(PN)/70, dated 9th February, 1970. U 
orders are not placed within the time limit of 4 months, the procedure outlined 
therein should be followed. 

2. Payments. —Payments to U,& .Suppliers agaln.st the import licence will 
either be made under letter of commitment procedure or by remittances through 
the normal banking channels as explained in paras 15 and 16 below. 

3. Reporting, —Within a fortnight of the placing of orders/contracts, a report 
m di jlic.a''c. should be .sent to !he AT;ni'--try of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs tEconomic Aid Accounts Section), Jeevan Deep Building, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi with a copy to the Ministry of Industry fFE Section) Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi supported by the following informationAtocuments: —

3. Value and date of the order placed and accepted by the U.S. Supplier.

Any '.'hungc in the contract, should be promptly reported. 

4. (a) V.S. Goods and invoice value. —It should be en.sured by the licencee 
through a suitable provision in tbe purchase contract/order with the U,S. 
Supplier, that— 

(1) the invoice of the supplier takes into account all discounts, allowancoa, 
rebates or other pa,yments received or to be received In connection 
with the purchase of the goods and that the invoice indicates th# 
exact amount required to be paid to the supplier; and 

(ii)) the goods supplied are of U.S. manufacture and origin. 

(b) The licensee should obtain and submit certificate in the form given at 
Anpcndix D irom the supplier, while certificale.s in the form at Apueudix F and 
F should be submitted by the licen'^ec. 

6. (a) Shipping & Insurance. —A minimum of 50% by both tonnage and value 
of the total ocean movement of cargo under this licence should be transported 
in U.S. flag commercial ve.sscl.s and the remaining unto 50% should be transport¬ 
ed on Indian ve.s.seN. No third muntrii vcs-el can be used. Before using Indian 
vesse lb ' iu'('n,sce is required to pet the writlen approval of ihe Ifirector, India 
Supply Mi'.Mon (ISM), V.'a.shington D.C. through his supplier ^shipper, as that 
Mi.ssion will exercise the function of co-ordinating shipments of cargoes under 
the EXIM Credit so a.s to ensure the fulfilment of the requirement that minimum 
of 50% of the total cargoes under this Credit should move on U.S. flag vessels. 
(The application to the Director, I.S.M. should contain particulars as given In 
Appendix ‘G’). The licensee should also instruct his supplier/shipper to furnish

(b) Where the importer decides to engage a US freight forwarding company, 
he should flr.st notify and submit the proposed contract/agreement covering such 
services to the Accounts OfRcer, Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs for obtaining approval of the Exim Bank prior to the execution of such 
contract/agreement. The contract/agreement with the US freight forwarding 
company .should provide that the invoices supplied by Ibc company shall, (i; 
setforth separately and In detail all amounts expended advanced or contracted 
for on hthalf of the shipper or consignee, as the cas" may be and iiidicste to whom 
such payments have ibren or are to be made, (ii) Itemise in detail all service 
chargc.s. commissions, discounts, fees, rebates or other similar payments made or 
recei^’ed from the freight forwarder, (ili) Contain a certificate of the freight for- 
wardr - in the form at Appendix C. Only duly signed and dated original certi- 
licale would be furnished. 

Where, however, a freight forwarder Is engaged and paid by the US supplier 
of goods and the freight forwarding charge.s are included in the supplier’s invoice, 
the above rcqnircrients will not apply. 

6. hiS7ira'nce mety be effected ether unth Indian or JJ.S. insurance Companies. 

7. Where U S. shipping and in.'-urance services are u.=;e, the payments should 
bo made in U.S. do'lars. Where Indian .'hippinp and Indian insurance servioces 
are used, the patmienls should be made in India in Indian rupees and will not be 
reimbursed out of the Extn Loan.

If. Payment Procedure and Documentation 


1.5. Reihursement procedure .—For individual orders whose value is less than 
8100,000 (Rs, 5 lakhs) payments to the US Supplier should be made as per the 
terms of the purchase contract by remittance through normal commercial hank¬ 
ing channels, and the importer should furnish to the Government tho documents 
necessary foj obtaining reimbursement from the US Exim Bank, The details in 
this regard are given below. The licensee should furnish the following documents 
in triplicate to the Accounts Officer, Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic 
Affairs) (Economic Aid Accounts Section), Jeevan Deep Building, Parliament 
Street, New Delhl-1 within 2 weeks from the date of shipment; — 


(1) Receipted Invoices.—Of the US Supplier for the c.i.f, value of the i^ooda, 
if freight and Insurance is also arranged by the supplier; otherwise original 
receipts of the shipping company and/or insurance company showing the actual 
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freight/insurance charges pai9 in dollars shold also be supplied besides the 
supplier's receipted invoice. Documents evidencing payments to suppliers should 
be submitted which should also indicate the exact date of payment. 


(ii) Declarations. —Duly completed, as In Appendix ‘A’ lAltached) from the 
insurance or reinsurance underwriter, as in Appendix ‘B’) attached from the 
insurance broker, as in Appendix ‘C’ (attached) from the freight-forwarder and 
a.s in Appendix ‘D’ (attached) from the US Supplier, In the case of f.o.b. con¬ 
tracts, declarations in Appendix ‘A’, ‘B’, ‘C’, and ‘D’ from the insurance, insurance 
broker, freight forwarder and the contractor respectively, should be furnished. 

In the case of c.&f./c.i.f. contracts it will be adequate if a declaration in form 
Appendix ‘D’ indicating the ful c. & f. /c.i.f. value is completed by the US supplier. 
When Insurance charges are separately invoiced by an insurance broker or under¬ 
writer, declarations A & B are required. (In case insurance is taken with Indian 
companies. It is not nece.ssary to furnish declaration In the form at Appendix ‘A' 
and 'B'). 


Note.— Tire above requirements of documents should be clearly speciflod in the 
Purchase contract with the U.S. Supplier. These requirements should also be spelt 
out in the letters of credit opened by the importers. Only duly signed and dated 
original declarations/certificates are required to be furni.shed. The declarations 
although addressed to Exim bank should be .sent to the importer in India. 


16. Letter of Commitment Procedure. —(a) The letter of Commitment proce¬ 
dure is required to be followed if an individual order on any single US supplier 
agakist an imnort licence involves opening of a commercial Letter of Credit in 
the amount of 1-100.000 (Rs. 7.5 lakhs) or above. No remittance of foreign 
exchange tciil be permitted against imports covered under the letter of commit¬ 
ment procedure. 


(b) Within three weeks from the placement of orders, the imp^orters shouM 
make an application to the Accounts Officer. Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs (Economic Aid Accounts Section), Jeevan Deep Building, New 
Delhi (in the form as in Appendix ‘H’) alongwlth a Bank guarantee (in form at 
Appendix I from an authorised dealer In foreign exchange in India (tnrougn 
whom letter of credit Is being opened) for obtaining Eximbank’s approiml to the 
letter of credit and for Issue of necessarv letter of undertaking by the Eximbank 
to reimburse the dollar payments made bv the U.S, correspondent bank. The Bank 
guarantee should be for an amount representing the rupee equivalent of the dollar 
value of the letter of credit. The prevailing composite rate of conversion shall be 
applied for calculating the rupee equivalent the current rate 

Any change in this composite rate of exchange will be notified by the Govern 
ment as and when it takes place. 

(c) Alongwlth the application referred to above, two non-n^otlable copies 
nf ihf. letter of credit opened bv the Indian banker on the US bank should be

(iv) original shipping documents etc. Negotiable set) should be forwarded 
by the U.S. correspondent bank to the Indian Bank which haa opened 
the letter of credit along with an advice note giving full details of pay¬ 
ment and date etc. 

(d) On receipt of the application referred to above along with the Bank 
guarantee and two non-negotiable copies of L/C, the Department of Economic 
Affairs (Economic Aid Accounts Section), will refer, through ISM, Washington, 
the Letter of Credit to the U.S, Eximbank for their approval and/for iague of 
necessary Letter of undertaking to reimburse the correspondent U.S. Bank for 
dollar payments to be mi^de in accordance with the terjna and conditions of 
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Letter of Credit, The approval and undertaking when received from Exim Bank 
will be notified to all concerned. Amendments to guaranteed letters of credit 
also require the approval of Exim Bank. The request for an amendment should 
be made to the Department of Economic Affairs (Economic Aid Accounts Section) 
accompanied by two copies of the' proposed amendment and A’heii appropriate, 
by purchase orders or other documents, justifying the amendment- 

17. "Within seven days of the receipt of the documents etc. as indicated in 
16(iv) above, the Bank in India sjiall arrange to deposit to Government Account, 
as indicated in succeeding paras, the rupee equivalent of the amounts disbursed 
to the suppliers calculated at the prevailing composite rate of conversion bet¬ 
ween dollar and the rupee along with interest at 6 % per annum for the period 
between the date of payment to the U.S. suppliers and the date on which the 
rupee equivalents are deposited. (TJie current composite rate is ■'fl.OO=jRs. 7.575). 
It will be the responsibility of the bankers to arrange for the deposit of these 
amounts before the original spts of import documents are handed over to the 
importers. 

18. The deposit envisaged in the earlier paras may be made either at the 
Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi or the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi 
or the amount may be remitted by means of a Demand Draft drawn on and In 
favour of the Agent, State Bank of India. Tls Hazari, Delhl -6 for credit to Gov¬ 
ernment account as contemplated in Public Notice No. 233-ITC(PN)/68 dated 
the 24th October, 1968. The head of account to be credited is ‘T-Deposits & 
Advances—Part II—Deposits—Deposits not bearing Interest—Direct Payment 
Procedure” tmder the detailed Head. “Deposit.s for cost of supplies and equip¬ 
ment under the Fifth Exim Line of Credit.” 

19. It will,be obligatory for the importers to make the requisite rupee deposits 
through authorised dealers only and also to get the Exchange Control copy of the 
licence endorsed by them as required in Public Notice No. lB4-ITC(PN)/68 dated 
the 30th Augu.st. 1968. They should also fill in the requisite ‘S’ Form as pres¬ 
cribed by the Reserve Bank of India. 

20. Public Sector other than State Electricity Boards and Central & State 
Government Departments. —In the case of orders placed directly on the U.S. sup¬ 
pliers by the Importers In the Public Sector, the procedure outlined for the im¬ 
porters in the Private Sector will apply rnutaii.'i mutandis except that no Bank 
guarantee needs to he furnished from the Indian Bankers through whom T./C is 
proposed to be opened. The.se importers will, however, be required to nominate 
a branch of the State Bank of India through whom the L/C will be opened and 
to whom the documents should be sent. 

21 . Central & State Government Departments including State Electricity 
Boards. —The importers will make all the payments through the C.A.O., I.S.M., 
Washington who will follow the reimbursement procedure or the L/C procedure 
according to the value of individual order on any single U.S. supplier. For this 
purpose, they will, however, be required to follow the general condition.s laid 
down in part I hereof. Debits for these payments will be raised against them 
In the usual manner through the Accountant General Central Revenues, New 
Delhi or their resoective Accounts Officer as the case may be.
